NOTES OF TRAVE L- 


An Arkansas Girl's First Impres- 
sions at the Seaside. 

- Miss Annie R. Dell, who recently 
came to this county from Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, wrote an account of her ex- 
perience to the Weekly New Era, of 
that city. The letter was published on 
‘the 16th inst., and was written from the 
Laguna, The following extracts will be 
of interest to readers of the TimEs: 


It 1s a most comical sight to see the 
bathers in their various costumes. They 


| will congregate in the sand, wrapped in 


shawls, and dreading the first plunge, 
which takes the conceit out of any one 
and the shape of their suit at once. 
One of the best swimmers is a young 
lady in Bloomer costume, from River- 
side, Cal. She is reputed to be a 
wealthy land speculator. Her sappear- 
ance is rather masculine and she wears 
a large slouch ‘hat in addition to her 
costume, which, with her masculine 
features and high cheek bones, causes 
her atthe first glance to be 
taken for a man. She is skilled 
in the art of rowing, and may 


her boat skim over the billows. One 
source of danger to the bathers is a fish 
called the ‘‘stingaree.’’ It is round in 
shape, measuring about two yards in 
diameter and is provided with a peculiar 
saw, which it thrusts in the foot of the 
bather, and as it withdraws it the notch- 
es in the bone mangle the foot ternbly. 
One was killed here yesterduy after 
wounding a young man. 

Our party enjoyed a ride on the 
dancing waves in the sail boat owned by 
Mr. Elmore Mellette. Contrary to all 
expectations I was not seasick, but 
heartily enjoyed the ride. 

We saw a large school of porpoises 
and it was a pretty sight to watch 
them as they played with each other, 
frequently jumping some feet out of 
the water in their gambols. They 
were very large and moved about 
very fast. Seals are also abundant 
here and congregate at times on a 
large and picturesque rock called 
‘‘Seal’s Rock,’’ which stands about 
three hundred yards from shore. The 
scene here at Laguna, including ‘‘Seal 
Rock,’’ was painted a short time ago by 
Mr. Elmore Mellette and attracted con- 
siderable attention, because of the ex- 
cellency of the work. The painting is 
now on exhibition at Santa Ana. 

We find people from the far East 
here, enjoying the delightful climate 
and splendid bathing; one in particular, 
a short-hand reporter from Brooklyn, 
N. Y. He has bought a bee ranch since 
coming here. 

At night the young people gather on 
the piatform which is erected for dancing 
and while away the evening with music, 
songs and dancjng, while the tide comes 
in and the gigantic breakers thunder on 
the beach, making the music almost 
inaudible at times; the roar being like a 
continuous discharge of heavy artillery. 
* * This popular,resort is but eighteen 
-miles from Santa Ana, with a splendid 
road all the way, so thatit takes but 2% 
hours with moderately fast driving to 
reach * Laguna 
beach has been selected by the Mormons 
for an encampment. About 400 Mor- 
mons will me:t hereon the 17th of Au- 
gust_and will campjabout two weeks 
while they hold a confexence. This 
bane of our country can only be fully 
realized by seeing and hearing the Mor- 
mons, and they are constantly spreading 
their insidious and pernicious doctrines 
through every State and Territory. 

Sticking fast to the rocks are found 
the ‘‘sea urchins,’’ which are of various 
colors and look like flowers as seen 
through the water. At low tide we de- 
tached somg of them and added them 
to our collection of curiosities. They 
are about six inches in diameter and 
have wooden quills sticking all over 
them. After they are put in boiling 
water a few muments, the colored quills 
drop off, leaving a very pretty shell re- 
vealed. I could go on and write pages 
in telling of the wonders to be seen on 
the Pacific coast, but will defer until 
next week. This must suffice until we 
return to town.”’ 


DEAD ON THE DESERT- 


J, G. Prediger Comes to His Death 
from Excessive Heat. 

An inquest was held yesterday at the 
undertaking rooms of Ponet & Orr upon 
the body of J. G. Prediger, who died sud- 
denly on the emigrant train at Mammoth 
Tank station, on the Colorado desert. The 
jury was summoned at about 11 a.m. to 
view the remains, which were rapidly de- 
composing, and at 5 p, m. assembled 
again to hear the evidence. But one man, 
Edward Green, a brakeman on the Ari- 
zona division of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, was examined, and from him the 
following particulars were obtained: The 
man boarded the train at Yumaabout 10 


a.m. and looked quite ill during the 
journey as far as Mammoth Tank, which 
point was reached at 1:15 p. m. While 


the train was stopping there he was heard 


to exclaim: ‘‘I shall die if the train don’t 
move on; I can’t get breath!’’ Shortly 
after he expired. The heat was intense 
on the desert day before yesterday, the 
thermometer registering 120 degrees in 
the shade at Mammoth Tank. The un- 
fortunate man was probably ill when he 
left Yuma, and the terriffic desert heat 
overcame him. The deceased had a small 
sum of money about him, certificates of 
membership in Masonic and Odd Fellows’ 
Lodges in Montana, and a traveling card 
from Los Angeles Lodge No. 42, F. & A. 
M., of which he was a member about three 
ears ago. He was also a member of the 
rn-Verein society. §Prediger was a 
German by birth and about 55 years of 
age. The jury found that his death was 
caused by the extreme heat on the desert.

A MYSTERY OF THE SEA. 


Was Captain Cox Drowned on last 
Monday Night? 


ge Story Which Richard Betner

Telcphoned From Santa Monica to 
This Last Night, 
| _ It was rumored on the street yesterday 
that a man had been drowned near Santa 


Monica, but diligent inquiry failed to 
elicit definite information, and those 
who “har the stéry made up their 
minds that it was one of the irresponsi- 

ble and unreliable waifs which are con- 
tinually being carried inland from the 
sea with as much regularity as the trade 
the tides. No one seemed to 
know who had been drowned. No one 
could tell where the drowning occurred. 
The rumor was afloat, however, and oc- 
casionally throughout the day people 

would stop friends on the street and ask 
if they had heard of a man being drown- 
at Santa Monica. Towards evening 
the vague shape of the report grew more 
distinct, and the name of Captain Cox 
was mentioned as in some way connected 
with the occurrence. The _ report 
reached the ears of H. Jevne, a son-in- 


law of Captain Cox, and about7 o’clock 
Pp. M. that gentleman telephoned to 
Santa Monica for particulars. The boy 


at the telephone office said he had heard 


nothing about a man being drowned:

FALSE OR TRUE? 

Mr. Scott was called. In answer to 
“Ir. Jévne’s questions he expressed 
great surprise, and said that he had not 
heard of the drowning of anybody. He 
was certain that Caftain Cox had not 
been drowned. “Mr. Jevne was satisfied 
by this information, and he no longer 
put the least faith in the rumor of his

AN IMPROBABLE STORX. 


was the strange narrative tele- 
phoned by Richard Betner at 90 ’clock 
last’ night from Santa Monica. It is 
not a provable story, and the fact that 
Mr. Scott denied the. rumor only a few 
hours before adds to the mysterious 
character of the whole affair. The dis- 
appearance of Captain Cox, if he 
disappeared all, was the 
more wonderful because - he 
was known to be an expert sailor, and 
it is said that he was at home in thé 
water. It is unreasonable to suppose 
that he alone of the four occupants of 
the boat would have ‘so quickly suc- 
cumbed to the peril of the situa- 
tion, and that he alone would 
have disappeared in the waves. 
That a boat anchored as Betner 
says their boat was, on a perfectly calm 
sea, and manned by at least one compe- 
tent seaman, sbould capsize is also a 
very improbable occurrence. The whcle 
matter is shrouded in an impenetrable 
mystery, which cannot be§fathomed at 
the present writing. It may be that 
some wag at Santa Monica conceiv- 
ed the notion of creating a sensa- 
tion at the expense of Captain Cox. 
It may be that ‘‘Richard Betner’’ is a 
fictitious name, and that no such oc- 
currences as related actually took place. 
Whate’ ver the case may be, the above 
narrative was received by telephone last 
night, and the truth will undoubtedly 
come to light to-day. If the story is 
true, one more will have been added to 
the long list of mysteries of the sea.

ING MAN SAID TO BE MR. HEARD,

A short time after the particulars
